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McGovern 
Offers 2nd 
Welfare Plan 


NEW YORK (AP) — Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
candidate 
George McGovern today pro­ 
posed his second welfare and 
tax reform plan of the year — 
one that he said would assure 
an annual income for the poor, 
close tax loopholes for the rich 
and leave middle-income Amer­ 
icans generally unaffected. 
The South Dakota senator un­ 
veiled his revised plan in a 
speech to the New York Society 
of Security Analysts, a Wall 
Street audience 
whose mem­ 
bers would feel the brunt of 
McGovern's numerous tax re­ 
form proposals. 
The 
Democratic 
candidate 
called for a federally guaran­ 
teed annual income of $4,000 for 
a family of four, expanding So­ 
cial Security to cover thousands 
not now protected and guaran­ 
teeing one million public serv 
ice jobs for the presently unem­ 
ployed. 
To pay for the roughly $20- 
b 111 i o n-a-y e a r 
prognam, 
McGovern outlined a series of 
tax reforms aimed at closing 
so-called 
loopholes 
on 
those 
who 
make 
money 
from 
in­ 
vestments in property, stock, 
bonds and the like. He also 
called for a $30 billion cut in 
military spending over the next 
three years. 
“ No 
A m erican," 
McGovern 
said twice in the talk, “whose 
income comes from wages and 
salaries would pay one penny 
more in federal taxes than he 
does now.** 
McGovern m ade no specific 
mention of the $l,000-per-Amer- 
ican income supplement plan 
be had previously proposed as 
an alternative to the present 
welfare system. He said, “We 
must resolve the question of in­ 
come supplements for working 
people who, in spite of their la­ 
bor, still have trouble making 
ends m eet," adding that he had 
asked

economists 
to 
work on the problem.

Australian and an American— 
also emerged with sparkling 
gold medal performances in 
Monday night’s swimming and 
diving competition. 
Shane Gould, the Australian 
water sprite, set a world record 
in, the 200-meter individual 
medley. And tall, graceful 
Micki King, a U.S. Air Force 
captain, came from third place 
to first with a dazzling per- 
f o r m a n c e in three-meter 
springboard diving. 
But it was Spitz who captured 
the greatest attention by break­ 
ing his own world record in the 
200-meter butterfly and anchor­ 
ing the U.S. 400-meter freestyle 
relay team to another world 
mark. 
Four years ago at Mexico 
City, a. cocky Spitz forecast five 
personal medals—and did. noth­ 
ing more exciting than help the 
United States win. two 'relays. 
He was branded a failure ... 
a choker. 
Spitz’ plan in Munich has 
been to avoid all predictions. 
He has kept saying things 
like: “I’m making no guesses. I 
just keep trying hard.” 
And the 2-year-old graduate 
of Indiana University per­ 
formed in brilliant fashion. At 
the end of the butterfly, he 
leaped high in the water, fling­ 
ing his arms up as if throwing

Even as gangs of terrorists partici­ 
pate with impunity in plots to hijack 
American passenger jets and other thugs 
invade private homes presumably under 
the protection of domestic law, our cen­ 
tral seat of government now is defense­ 
less before any petty terrorist who 
chooses to invade it.

There is some 
irony in the posting' of special notice in 
the Supreme Court Building to female 
clerks on precautions they should take 
against being raped in the shadow of the 
majestic building. 
We don’t know whether the justices 
had anything to do with posting the 
notice or whether they may be having 
some second thoughts about their coddl­ 
ing of terrorists, murderers, and bomb­ 
ers, but somebody in their jurisdiction at 
least recognized that there is some dan­ 
ger involved in living in the United 
States. 
Of course, the Congress that was the 
target of the bombing could do some­ 
thing about the Supreme Court’s easy 
attitude toward crime. It could simply 
remove from the court’s jurisdiction any 
cases dealing with murder, rapine, rob­ 
bery and other interesting and popular 
practices. That neither the Congress or 
the White House apparently has the 
gumption to take up the clear authority 
given it by the Constitution is another 
symptom "of our decadence and weak- 
ness* 
With this kind of example from the 
reigning authorities, it is no wonder that 
the Democratic rump convention nomi­ 
nated a sap like McGovern. If the ins 
are silly, what can we expect from, the 
outs?

As he spoke Friday, half of 
the youngsters flailed furiously 
at a mountainside with grubb­ 
ing hoes, building a nature trail 
of their own design The others 
stirred up clouds of dust pre­ 
paring a campground for land- 
seeping. 
They are among about 3,000 
youths 
on 
federally 
financed 
Youth Conservation Corps proj­ 
ects 
throughout 
toe 
country. 
This was the second sum m er of 
a 
three-year 
pilot 
program, 
signed into law by President 
Nixon in 1970, for l5-to-18-year- 
olds.

INDIANAPOLIS (A!*) - In 
diana’s crime rate increase in 
1971 was less than one-sixth the 
jump in 1970, an FBI report 
shows. 


Crime in Indiana climbed 3.1 
per cent last year, compared to 
an 18.8 per cent rise in 1970.

FB I’s 
“Crime 
in 
live 
United States — Uniform Crime 
Reports 1971,” released Mon­ 
day, showed a total of 121,664 
crimes reported in Indiana in 
1971, compared to 117,923 in 
1970. 


The 3.1 per cent figure was 
less than half the national in­ 
crease of 7.4 per cent. 
Three of Indiana's six largest 
cities — Indianapolis, Evans­ 
ville and South Bend - reported 
actual reductions in crime and 
the state as a whole showed de­ 
creases in forcible rapes, ag­ 
gravated 
assaults 
and 
auto 
thefts. 


Violent crimes — murder and 
nonnigligent homie ide. fore i ble 
rape, robbery and aggravated 
asault — jumped 7.1 per cent 
in Indiana, compared to 10.5 
per cent nationally. 


Crimes against property — 
burglary, larceny of at least $50 
and auto theft — increased just 


2.5 per cent in Indiana. Nation­ 
ally they rose 6,9 per cent.

‘Academic Bankruptcy’ At I.U. 
Kentucky lists New Outbreak Of Hog Cholera 


BLOOMINGTON. Ind. (AP) 
— Befuddled students with 
grade problems can declare 
“academic bankruptcy” at In­ 
diana University and return to 
school without a .grade point 
deficit 
hanging 
over 
their 
heads. 
Among the 100 students in the 
College of Arts and Sciences 
who have asked to throw out a 
semester’s w o r t h of work 
are pregnant coeds, a youth 
whose mother was dying of 
cancer and those with crum­ 
bling love affairs or family and 
psychiatric problems. 
They say this has kept them 
from going broke scholastically 
and helped “humanize” higher 
education. 
The actual marks cannot be 
expunged from a transcript. 
But the one ‘‘bankrupt semes­ 
ter” allowed per student for 
any reason is not figured in 
their grade point average. 
School officials say the ex­ 
perimental program, now in its 
second semester, is a step to­ 
ward eliminating all Ds and Fs 
and making the transcript a 
record of proficiency — not 
failure . 
Dean Kenneth Gros Louis, 34- 
year-old originator of the pro­ 
gram. said it indicates “a 
greater awareness of students 
as persons and the difficulties 
Democrats In 
Congress Urge 
Tax Increases 
'WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Democratic majority of the 
Senate-House Economic Com­ 
mittee has urged a $250 billion 
spending ceiling advocated by 
President Nixon he rejected 
and that plans be made for fu­ 
ture tax increases. 
But the chairman of the com - 
mittee—Sen. William Proxmire, 
B-Wis., says he disagrees with 
both recommendations. 
“There is far too much waste 
in every phase of the federal 
government to justify tax in­ 
creases,” the Wisconsin senator 
said Sunday. And he said a $240 
billion ceiling would be suf­ 
ficient. 
The majority, in a mid-year 
review of the nation's economy, 
agreed there has been some re­ 
covery from the 1969-70 reces­ 
sion and that the rate of in­ 
flation has moderated. But the 
rn.ajo.rity report said “At the 
end of this year 'unemployment 
will still be far too high and the 
economy will still be operating 
far below its potential.” 
It cautioned that “The recov­ 
ery must not be choked off by 
premature moves toward mone­ 
tary and fiscal restraint.” The 
report said economic policies 
should point for a reduction of 
the unemployment rate, now 5.5 
per cent, to 4 per cent before 
the end of next year and to­ 
ward a long-run goal of no 
more than 3 per cent. 
Committee 
Republicans in 
their minority report stressed 
the increase in employment by 
2.4 million in the last year. 
They indicated a belief that 
continued economic expansion 
will reduce the jobless rate by 
the end of the year to around 5 
per cent.

A typical case is that of Har­ 
old Stafford, news editor of the 
Daily Student. Stafford de­ 
clared bankruptcy after he 
crammed in too much journal­ 
ism and not enough studying. 
“I simply worked too hard 
and when I realized it. it was 
too late,” said the senior from 
South Bend. “Bankruptcy saved 
my grade point and chances for 
graduate school.”
